In the Granville he and his party are being 
vigorously shelled. by a gun in Henry - street. 
The incidents which brought this about I did 
not see myself, but I have them on the authority 
of an officer in high command, Who is my in- 
formant. 

After I had left Sackville street the fire in 
the Gresham seemed likely to involve the Gran- 
ville Hotel, where lay many wounded, and 
where were also a number of nurses. The door 
was heavily barricaded, and my informant, with 
a body of men, set to work to free the entrance. 
The wooden door was pulled open, and the last 
of the barricadés was being removed when a 
body of men hiding in the hall opened fire, 
seriously wounding one of the rescuers. 

This flagrant violation of the Red Cross flag, 
still flying over the building, was answered by 
an order to attack, and the gun in Henry street 
opened up and threw four or five dozen shells 
into the building, while an armoured car let 
loose a aústained fire upon the building. The 
attack is still going on.

Mr. Pennefather, in the House of Commons 
yesterday, asked the Chancellor .of the Ex- 
chequer if his atteriion has been drawn to 
allegations to the effevt that although the Irish 
Office has no concern with the affairs of the 
I'ree State it has now a larger and more expen- 
give staff than at any other period, and, if so, 
has he any statement to make on the subject. 

Sir J. Baird—Yes, sir. My attention has 
been drawn to an article recently published in 
a newspaper to the effect stated in the quespon. 


When the Chief Secretary’s Office and numerous. 


other departments of the Imperial Government 
were in existence in Dublin it was not necessary 
that the staff of the Irish Office in London 
should consist of more than the Parliamentary 
draughtsman, a chief clerk, and the necessary 
typists. 

Now that nearly all the Imperial Government 
Departments in Ireland outside the six 
Northern Counties have ‘disappeared, and the 
work in connection with Imperial interests in 
Ireland falls to be administered from London 
under the direction of the Secretary of State 

' for the Colonies and the Chief Secretary, it is 
obvious that the staff of the Irish Office must 
be increased. 

As an example of the necessity for an increase 

the staff of the Irish Office in London, I 
may point out that, prior to the transfer of 
administration from Dublin to London, the 
Irish Office had no financial responsibility, 
whereas they are now accountable for more 
than nine milliéns of public money during the 
current financial year. 

Mr. Ormsby Gore—Is the Colonial Secretary 
or the Chief Secretary respomsible to this 
House for these financial and taxing matters? 

Sir J. Baird—There are matters such as the 
Roval Irish Constabulary, the Land Cemmis- 
sion, the Supreme Court of Judicature of Nor- 
thern Ircland. the Criminal Injuries Compensa- 
lion Fund, and questions of that sort, involv- 
ine a very large amount of money, and ‘the 
work in connection with them is to .e trans 
acted in the Irish Office. 

Mr. Ormsby Gore—Dé: we communicate with 
the Secretary for the Colonies or the Chief 
Secretary if we wish to approach any of those 
departments: 

Mr. Churchill—Obviously communications 
should be addressed, as previously, to the de- 
partment concerned. I am not equipped with 
any. staff to handle thece Irish matters, except 
two or three gentlemen who are giving me their 
assistance. must rely upon the existing 
machinery until matters are wound up. 

A SUGGESTION, 

Sir D. Maclean— Would it not conduce to 
efficiency, as well as economy, if such parts of 
the Irish Office as are now | acheter ó were 
brought within the ambit of the Colonial Office, 
and the whole matter administered from there? 

Mr. Churchill—I am sure it would not, and 
I am afraid I could not, at this stage of 
the business of transferring powers to the Irish 
Free State, undertake to be responsible for all 
the detailed work of the Irish Office and the 
technical business of winding it up. In resend 
to policy and matters of bringing the Irish 
Free State into existence, I can do that with 
my slenjer staft, aide® by the Chief Secretary, 
but it would be impossible for me to carry on 
at present unless J had the machinery of the 
Irish Office” kept in being until such time as ‘it 
is aefinitely wound up. 

Colonel Ashley—Is Mr. Cope, now in Dublin 
Castile. on the staff of the Irish Office or the 
Colonial Office ? 

Mr. Churchill—He is on the staff of the Irish 
Office.

The right hon. gentleman is responsible for 
ireland. and the Irish Office is only winding up 
financial matters.

We should have 
a union of the American business men with the 
‘English business men and others to make a basis 
for the formal governmental relations that 
would bring about a restoration of those condi- 
tions that existed before the war. (Cheers.)

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BELFAST REFUGEES.. 
ACCOMMODATION AT DUBLIN 
UNION. 

The question of providing accommodation for 
Belfast refugees was raised at a meeting of the 

Dublin Board of Guardians yesterday. 

The Master reported that 24 men presented 
themselves at the Union as. Belfast refugees. 
They were given refreshments and sent to 
Ardee, Co. Louth. There were no train 
facilities, so they were obliged to walk. Since 
the last report was made 24 refugees were 
admitted and 18 discharged, and at present 
there were 342 refugees in the house. 

Mrs. MacKean said that it was alleged that 
the refugees were given an inadequate supply 
of brushes and buckets to keep their wards 
clean. Only one ward, in fact, was supplied. 

The Master explained that they were trying 
to work out a system by which the refugees 
themecives would keep their quarters in a 
proper condition 

The question of the admission of refugees to 
the Union was raised by Miss O'Connor, who 
said that the Government should provide euit- 
able accommodation ‘outside. There were several 
hotels that they could occupy.

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FIGHTING IN QUEEN’S COUNTY. 


Cadet K. Keily, of the National Army, was 
fatally wounded. in an ambush by Irregualrs 
near Abbeyloix last Saturday. night. He was 
one of an éscort on a Crossley tender. The 
attackers escaped in the neighbouring. woods.

ROBBERY IN A TRAMCAR. 


An incident, which has created an uneasy 
feeling amongst the townfolk of Dalkey, oc- 
curred on Tuesday evening. The main point of 
it is that a man was robbed in a tramear of his 
pipe and tobacco and a few shillings that he 
had in his pocket. The story is that the man, 
when leaving a hotel in Dalkey, saw three men 
come up and take away his bicycle. An hour 
later he saw a young man about to mount a 
machine, which he recognised as his own. He 
ran over and took possession of it. He passed 
it on to a friend to ride home and got into 8 
tramcar. The’tram had only gone about three 
hundred yards from the Dalkey terminus when 
it was held up by four or five youths, who were 
armed with revolvers, and they robbed him of 
his pipe and tobacco-pouch and 5s. or 6s. in 
money.

LOAN GUARANTEE 
BILL. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Sir J. Baird, in moving the second reading of 
the Government of Northern lreiand Loan 
Guarantee Bill, said that the measure was 
really designed to afford the Government of 
Northern Ireland the credit of the British 
Exchequer in order to raise a loan to the 
amount of threo and a half millions. It was 
simply one of those steps which they were 
taking during a period of transition to enable 
the Government of Northern Ireland to get on 
its legs and to meet the heavy expenditure 
inseparable from a very -difficult and exceptional 
period. 

The money was required to enable the Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland to raise money for a 

Loans Fund, and to meet the heavy 
demand on unemployment ineurance. The 
amount paid out was in excess of that pro- 


employers, and the Government had obviously 
to find additional money. And then there were 
the genera! purposes of the Government. The 
amount had been settled in consultation be- 
tween the Treasury authorities and those of the 
Government of Northern Ireland. The issue 
would be made in consultation with the Bank 
of England, and the Government of Northern 
Ireland was oalled upon by the bill to pasa 
legislation to secure the interest and principal 
of the loan, and also to secure the repayment 
of any sum that might become payable in the 
event of their being called upon to make good 
the guarantee. 

There was no reason to anticipate that they 
should have to find any money. All that they 
were doing by tbis bill was to afford legitimate 
assistance to Northern Ireland in a very difficult 
period to raise méney for indispensale services. 

In reply to questions, Sir J. Baird added that 
while no one would hesitate to Jend money on 
the security of the Government of Northern 
Ireland, money could be obtained more cheaply 
p if there was also the guarantee of the British 

Government. To say, ‘however, that the British 
Government were going to scrutinise every item 
of expenditure and vary the guarantees in con- 
sequence of some view as to how the Govern- 
thent of Northern Ireland was carrying on the 
business conferred upon them wag to contend 
for something that would not be accepted by 
the Government of Northern Ireland. 6 
British Government were satisfied that this 
would cost them nothing, and that the security 
of Northern Ireland was ample. . 

The Northern Parliament contemplated issuing 
saving certificates more or less under the same 
conditions as the British Government had done. 
It was obvious that to a man who went to pur- 
chase the certificates, if, in addition to the 
guarantee of the Northern Parliament, there 
was the guarantee of the British Government 
the security would be very much more 
attractive. He hoped that the House would 
give tho bill a second reading that evening. 

The bill was read a second time, and sent 
to a Committee of the Whole House.

To-day there was no more 
loval and edmirable force in the world than 


in the Provinces, and everybody knew _the 
reliance t we could place on the 
Army. In the past four years we had 
gone through greater crises than ever before, 
perhaps, in our history. 

There had been unrest in the Labour world, 
and we had almost had a Triple Alliance’ strike, 
but the essential stability of the institutions of 
this codntry and the fundamental common sense 
of the citizens of the country had been vindi-

NT EGYPTIAN LIFE. 


+ 
AND FRESCOES 
CENTURIES AGO. 

An evhibition of Egyptian antiquities from 
Tell Amarna was opened at the Society of 
Antiquaries, Burlington House, Piccadilly, by 
Lord Carnarvon. 

The antiquities were excavated recently by 
an expedition under Mr. C. L. Woolley, who 
had with him a staff of three Englishmen. Tell 
Amarna, which ie About 150 miles south of 
Cairo, was the site of one of the ancient capitals 
of Egypt, founded about 1370 B.C. The excava. 
tions baal in a village which Was inhabited by 
workmen employed in making the graves of 
courtiers, and afterwards in the main city, 
where was found. among others, the house of a 
Prime Minister, and then in a large pleasure 
garden ity ys. to the King. 

Among the exhibits are a plan of the village, 
photographs of the houses, and a large number 
of domestic objetts illustrating the home. life of 
the working classes of the fourteenth century 
B.C.—pottery, mallets, picks, winnowing fans, 
and weaving implements, . which are in a re- 
markable state of preservation. The ground 
plan of the Prime: Minister’s house is shown, 

with the photographs of what the various rooms 
were like:‘and a restoration in colour depicts 
the original appearance and decoration ‘of the 
public reception, room, 

In the royal pleasure garden wete found 
frescoed pavements which formed the floor of 
the large hall in the enclosure and many frag- 
ments of stone bearing .reliefs and ipscriptions 
which are readable. On one of these the name 
of the King’s wife had been blotted out during 
the King’s lifetime and replaced by that of his 
eldest daughter. The buildings had béen very 
richly decorated; but the decorationé’ had been 

wilfully destroyed by a succeeding Pharaoh, 
owing to the fact that they had been put there 
by a heretic King

| EDUCATION OF FOREMEN. 
———- 


WHAT IS NECESSARY. 


At the conference of the Association for the 
Advancement of Education in Industry and 
Commerce a good deal of attention was “aid 
to the subject of the education of foremen 
(says Enginecring). ‘This was discussed’ in the 
light of a report of a sub-committee, presented 
by Mr. N. J, McLean, bd Messrs. Barr and 
Stroud’s works. Now the characteristics |: 
which, we hold a wou ty oreman canpot ac- 
quire except by patient and lengthy work in 
+ the shops the ves, is proficiency, It seems 
‘to us, instead of giving this due prominence, 
the report lays far too little stress upon. this 
essential. 

The leadership of a foreman, we are told, 
must rest to-day upon the fact that he is a 
good organiser, with suitable personality, tact, 
power to handle men, of methodical habits, 
courage, initiative, able to interpret. instruc- 
tions, so on, Now, these are all very good 
so far as they go, but though a man 
them all, without proficiency he is nothing. 
It is not to be expected in these Se of hig 

development that a foreman should exce] in 
skill every individual in bis wre of is ang pet believe 
it to be requisite that he sh very rense 
be fit to be classed as a endian, in 
order that he may be able to deal! effectively 
with* the men dndér his control,. and out of 
whom it is his business to get a fair amount 
of work. 
, A certain limited. degree of deference may be 
paid to superior education and other points, 
but the true respect of the shop workers will 
only be won when the latter are convinced that 
the foreman really knows his job. The acquisi- 
tion of the necessary knowledge cannot he 
secured by anyone through continuation classes. 
A long and practical apprenticeship is-the onty 
road by which fo travel to this goal, with, of 
course, facilities for something more than 
purely elementary education. 

In the same way, how tan a man be trained 
in courage and initiative by study either at 
home or in school? It is true that powers cf 
observation, methodical habits, and other desir- 
able qualities may be assisted in their develo 
ment to a certain degree by class-room em 9 
but the real training ground for foremen re- 
mains to-day, in our opinion, the works them- 
selves, and there chiefly, with proper super- 
vision and encouragement, will the right charac- 
teristics be developed and built ap in the com- 


paratively few suitable men.

BISHOP WELLDON AND THE 
MISSING LINK. 


Bishop Welldon, the Dean of Durham, dis- 
cussing ‘“‘ Modernism”’ in an address to the 
Victorian Institute at the Central Buildings, 
Westminster, said that the survival of the 
fittest as an article.of the Darwinian faith was 
the antithesis to the Christian benediction to 
the poor, the humble, the suffering, ahd the 
afflicted. It was not a moral doctrine at all, 
for it meant the triumph of the strong, ‘the 
suppression of the weak, the worship- of the 
super-man or ,the. super-nation-—that. worsbip 
which had made Germany. the curse of the 
world, 

Nietzsche in his wildest hours sinned only 
by applying the Darwinian theory to inter- 
national] jife. To-day the civilised nations of 
the world exhibited:a reaction towards Christian 
morals, The Washington Conference and the 
League of Nations were a rebuke to the theory 
of the mailed fist. By a strong paradox the 
triumph of Christ’s moral law in international! 
life was beginning when it seemed to be failing 
in-eqeial and personal life. He had long felt 
as it was 
called—the gap occurring between man and the 
anthropoid ape. or animal next in order, just 
at; the point where the gap ought most easily 
to be bridged, as it might be anticivated that 
the animals next in chronological order to man 
would, next to man himself, be the moet fre- 
quently discoverable—was a weakness of the 
evolutionary doctrine. The Piltdown ekull was, 
in his eyes, an unsubstantial basis for the 
elaboraté superstructure built on it. 

But what was to be said now, when the warld 
of seience had been lately called to reconstruct 
its doctrine of man’s origin and history on the 
strength of one decayed tooth which had come 
to light in the wilds of the North American 
Continent ? Critics of the Bible were disposed 
to acquiesce in comparatively slight evidence 
for a scientific theory and demand unreasonably 
strong evidence for the story of the Gospel.
